The 
bread cakes serves aa plates, while their 
fingers are both knives and torks, so the 
Indian has no: dish washing process to 
go through with; for when the meal is 
finished he eajts bis plate aad licks off his 
knives and forks Vith bis tongue.

The hunting of, deer in the Rocky 


mount&ina has driven them north into 
British America, and in a -few more 
y^ars our Indians will hat j no more 
bUckukina for leggins and moccasins. 
Only the skin of the heavy girled deer 
can be used, that of the azitelope and 
white tailed varieties being too tender 
for long servico. 
The Apaches make 


their nxcccaains and leggins ii one piece, 
iti iae style of hunting boots, while most 
of the Indians to the north wear slippers 
and leggms. 
Whenever a d«er is killed 


and cut up the bladder is carefully cut 
away, cleaned, and filled wita the brain 
of the animal, and tte little aag is meet 
carefully guarded until a stream is 
reached, where the hide may be cured. 


The entire Btrin ia then pnE into run- 


ning water, and weighted down with 
stones. In four or five hours the soak- 
ing has swelled it and loosened the hair 
at tbe roots, when it is taken .out and 
stretched on n frame, while the owner, 
with tbe aid of a cleaned rib of the ani- 
mal, scrapes it down until all the hair is 
rubbed off, very! much in the same man- 
ner as overheateia horses are scraped to 
remove the foam and sweat.
